Project Description (Proposed actions, location, and/or consequences).

A request by Snug Harbor LLC for Site Plan approval (DRC2019-00099) for the construction of a 6.6-acre private storage
facility for recreational vehicles and boats. The project will result in approximately 6.6 acres of site disturbance, including
14,930 cubic yards of cut and fill, on a 10.22-acre site, and includes construction of an 8,500 square foot, two-story
building that will house a check-in area, office, caretaker residence, and maintenance shop. The project is located on the
east side of Heritage Road, directly opposite the boat launch, approximately 800 feet north of Heritage Loop in the
community village of Heritage Ranch. The project is within the Recreation land use category The project is within the
Recreation land use category and the Nacimiento Sub Area of the North County Planning Area.

Identify the project’s significant or potentially significant effects and briefly describe any proposed mitigation measures that
would reduce or avoid that effect.

The project has the potential to impact Air Quality, Biological Resources, and Hazards and Hazardous Materials.
Mitigation measures have been identified to address and reduce potential impacts to less than significant levels. The
most significant impacts of this project are to Biological Resources including oak trees and wildlife habitats. Mitigation
measures BR-1 through BR-22 address those impacts. Mitigation measures AQ-1 and AQ-2 address
construction-related air quality impacts. Mitigation measures HAZ-1 and HAZ-2 address impacts associated with the
storage of hazardous materials in the maintenance shop. With the implementation of these measures, the project would
not result in significant impacts to Air Quality, Biological Resources, or Hazards and Hazardous Materials.

The County of San Luis Obispo received correspondence from the public, and the issues that were raised included
whether or not the boat storage yard was an allowed use in the Recreation land use category, the legality of the parcel,
and compliance with the requirements of the Heritage Ranch Owner's Association. The County of San Luis Obispo has
addressed these requirements by clarifying that "Outdoor Storage" of Recreational Vehicles and Boats is an allowable
use in the Recreation land use category according to Land Use Ordinance Section 22.30.560A, that this parcel (Parcel 6

of Tract 720A) is a legal parcel, and that the County does not have the authority to enforce requirements of the Heritage
Ranch Owner's Association that are not also codified in the Land Use Ordinance.
